Rockefeller's Speech 
Writers Under Fire

ami Paul Scott 
Washington — Governor Nel­ 
son Rockefeller is being strongly 
advised to get some new speech 
writers. 
Foremost among GOF leaders 
favoring this is National Chair­ 
man William Miller. 
He and other party chiefs feel 
Rockefeller's speech writers are 
giving him blundering guidance. 
As one Republican leader ex­ 
pressed it, 
“They’re writing 
the wrong 
speeches 
for the 
wrong places.” 
Cited aa the latest instance of 
this was Rockefeller’s Lincoln 
Day address in Syracuse, N.Y., 
in which he caustically blasted 
the Kennedy Administration as 
playing politics on civil rights. 
While 
Miller 
heartily 
agrees 
with this view, he is credited as 
arguing that Syracuse was not 
the place for such a speech. 
Main targets of these back­ 
stage critics are one-time news­ 
men Emmett Hughes and Hugh 
Morrow. The latter particularly 
is under fire. 
A former Philadelphia and 
Washington 
reporter, 
Morrow 
wrote speeches for Senator Ken­ 
neth Keating, R, N.Y., in his 
1958 campaign. 
After several 
years as Keating’s administra- 
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being 
Rockefeller’s staff. 
The Syracuse talk I 
attributed largely to him. 
Hughes, 42-year-old one-time 
Democrat, has been 
a 
top 
Rockefeller policy adviser since 
1958 when Rockefeller was over­ 
whelmingly elected Governor of 
New York, while the Democrats 


is played a lcad- 
specta- 
ibematorial race both as 
ii writer and political 
^.jt. 
In December 1959, 
Hughes 
incurred 
considerable 
resentment among Rockefeller 
partisans for reputedly influen­

Just whose goose Is destined 
to hang high (and whose may be 
cooked) should be determined at 
thi* 
formidable 
gathering 
of 
P”rty greats. 
(The answer was supposed to 
have been forthcoming last Fri­ 
day—but decision was postponed 
as it became evident that day 
even to the doorkeeper at Demo­ 
cratic State Headquarters that 
the normally convivial elbow- 
rubbing was turning into more 
of a rib-digging contest than 
anything else.) 
This affair within the party 
“select circle” has much more 
to it than meets the eyeball; a 
fact becoming increasingly clear 
the longer the 
gubernatorial 
“endorsement” thing drags out. 
To rank and file within the 
Democratic Party of course it 
is largely a question of “who” 
is destined to lie the official 
party standard-bearer on the 
gubernatorial front. 
On the other hand to the king­ 
pins comprising the upp# r party 
heirsrchy whose chore it 
is 
(among other things) to pull 
chestnuts ait of the fire, it isn't 
really so much the candidate 
himself as It is “whose” candi­ 
date he is! 
This fact most emphatically 
exemplifies itself currently in 
the squabble between those sup­ 
porting the already announced 
candidacy of erstwhile Philadel­ 
phia 
Mayor 
Richardson 
Dil­ 
worth—and his basic opposition; 
that is, opposition not from the 
candidacy standpoint—Nit from 
the “supporting” standpoint. 
For example, sources within 
the Democratic Party Indicate 
strongly that by and large most 
Policy Committee members ac­ 
tually 
have favored 
endorse­ 


ment of Dilworth as the party’* 
standard-bearer-including U. S. 
Senator Joseph S. Clark, who al­ 
ready carries Committee en­ 
dorsement for another term. 
However, Dilworth opposition 
stems in the main from the 
Philadelphia aggregation headed 
by Quaker City Democratic boss 
William J. Green, a lad who has 
climbed 
steadily 
within 
the 
space of the past few years ai 
the party power front. 
It isn t too difficult to recall 
that a half-dozen years ago this 
lad Green was little known out­ 
side his home bailiwick of Phila­ 
delphia, 
I 
Since then however, as the 
Philadelphia 
machine became 
more and more prominent in 
the Pent 
ania orbit—that is, 
prominent from the standpoint 
of an “effective” political ma­ 
chine—so have the coat-tails (rf 
Mr. Green, reaching somewhat 
of a climax in 1960 when his 
boys turned in a whopping ma­ 
jority for Democratic presiden­ 
tial candidate John F. Kennedy. 
The venerable Mr. Green has 
let it be known in no uncertain 
terms that he opposes the Dil- 
worthian 
candidacy. 
Largely 
the battle now his boiled down 
to a question of whether the 
Philadelphia political pro is to 
have his way—or whether the 
majority of the Policy Commit­ 
tee wall have their way. 
This then actually becomes 
the crux of tomorrow’s sched­ 
uled gathering of the Democra­ 
tic policy clan—again not so 
much the question of the candi­ 
date himself, but rather a ques­ 
tion of who shall be the “ruling 
kingpin!” 
If Mr. Green is successful in 
defeating e n d o r s e m e n t of 
Richardson Dilworth, there can 
be little question as to who’s 
running the Democratic show in 
Pennsylvania! 
This is the issue donkey riders 
really will be settling tomorrow 
—and in most paradoxical fash­ 
ion it will most clearly point out 
whether “big city interests" ful­ 
ly dominate the scene in Penn­ 
sylvania insofar as Democrats 
are concerned, n otwithstanding 
the fact that Mr. Dilworth him­ 
self hails from big city Philadel­ 
phia. 


The New York governor is 
shooting at two target*—winning 
a second term by a record ma­ 
jority, and laying the ground 
for the 1964 presidential race. 
Rockefeller is aiming for a 
majority of at least one million 
and confidently believes he will 
get it. He also firmly believes 
this will virtually ensure him 
the presidential nomination.

, veUow flowers ais produced on 
man-sized stalks (5' or so), and 
tile flowers aren’t so coarse. 
The mammoth sunflower com­ 
monly grown shoots up as high as 
15 feet, and heads so heavy they 
brnd m er, Actually it’s a good 
thing the heads do bend as it 
keeps moisture out and prevents 
rotting. 
Cheesecloth or ventilated plastic 
sheets wrapped over heads in late 
summer prevents birds from eat­ 
ing seed before they ripen. Moldy 
seeds can be prevented by holding 
heads before a fan to remove 
moisture. 
AFRICAN VIOLETS: Are your 
leaves anemic, bleached or yel­ 
lowish? This could mean too much 
light, either artificial or natural. 
Other symptoms of excess light: 
distorting of center leaves, short­ 
ened 
stems 
near 
center, a n d 
droopiness, as lf the plants wanted 
protection from light. 
Spoon-leafed types tend to flat­ 
ten out. In some cases flowering 
will stop entirely. Too little light 
causes legginess, grayish foliage 
instead of a husky dark green, and 
soft succulent (juicy) leaves and 
stems. A shortage of light causes 


mutt iior»-OV«oming man any r*h*r 
factor. 
A good husky violet should per­ 
form the year around since it 
doesn t have a dormant period If 
you use lights for your violets keep 
in mind that white lights stimulate 
blooming, whereas bluish or cool 
white light discourages blooming, 
and encourages strong, heavy dark 
leaves. 
In other words, the bluish or 
cod type fluorescent light encour­ 
ages early blooming, and white 
light tends to produce short, stocky 
plants. 
Til cit are dozens of ways to use 
lights on Videts. Start out with 2 
40-wntt fluorescent tubes, and see 
what luck you have. A friend of 
mine uses two 40-watt coolwhite 
tubes and 40 watt incandescent 
bulbs.
